EVOLUTION OF BIRDS. 


TRACED BACK TO REPTILES. 


Fivolutionists believe that man 
aroee trom the basic atock that pro- 
duced the apes. ‘The ancestry of birds 
(writes Lee S, Crandall, Curator of 
Birds at New York Zoological Park 
inthe N w York Herald) can™be re- 
traced still further to none other than 
the lowly reptile. Fossil birds, to 
which we must look for our evidence, 
pre almost a8 scarce as fossil men. 

In cpite of their relative scarcity, 
and the miracle of chance by which 
they must be found a few bird fossils 
are known. From the Cretaceous 
rocka of western Kansas, the age of 
which is believed to be from ix to 
seven million years, we have two 
ancient creatures, obviously birds, yet 
nndeniably — of reptilian affinities, 
Yothyornis; the size-of-a—pigeon;—had- 
strougly developed wings and evident- 
ly was a bird of strong flight, 
Hesperorniz, on the other band, 
wos a highly eyccialised ecuatic 
species, which depended — on 
Sta strong legs for ita mot ve 
power, the, wings bring reduced to 
mere vestiges. Yet these two birds,

Vaint traces of teeth 
are believed to ba traceable in the 
jows of baby terne, and it is. pessibte 
that further examination of bird 
embryos may reveal better evidence. 
But no adult bird is known to doy in 
which t.cth still exist.

Jn collecting evidence with regard to 
the dreams of children I had, there 
for (writes Dr. C. W. Kimming in 
Pearson's) no difficulty in securing as 
many records, oral or wrilten, for cach 
age os wera requirel to make my 
conclusions truatworthy both as to 
variations of the type of dream as the 
years advance, and as -to the great 
difference which exists between the 
dream of the normal boy and that of 
the girl of the same age. 

The fairy story has an extraordin 
ary appeal for the very child, because 
he has the power, denied to adults, 
of ranging far beyond the limits of or- 
dinary social conventions and of 
living in a little fairyland world of his 
own. Inthisthe dream has o very 
important place, and fits in well with 
his normal daily experiences. He 
endows the doll, gollywog, and the 
teddy-bear with life, and they sre 
often {ar more real to him than ordin 
ary mortals, 

Asmall child, after long residence 
in hospital, was asked why on one 
occasion sha kept her favourite doll 
face dowiwards in her bed. She 
exjlained quite seriously that she 
feared. that the doll might de- 
velop bed sores, from which sho 
heraclf was suffering. The dream, 
with its grotesque combinations and 
the extension of the houndaries of 
daily experiences, confirma the young 
child’s belief in what appears to the 
adult a3 childish nonsense.

Very interesting differences appear 
in the recorda of the dreans o: boys 
and girls at different ages. With 
young children the fear dreams of 
animals differ considerably.-The boys 
geterally dream of the larger animals, 
such as lions, tigers, aud bulls; the 
girls, of dogs, snakes, frogs and mice. 
In the movement (Iinaesthetic) dream 
the boys’ are nearly always falling | 
and being chased by animals, whereas 
the girls’ consist largely of glidiag, 
Josting, and swimming dreams. 

Domestic dreams and fairy stories 
arefat more common wit) girls, and 
there are fewer dream3 of cinema 
storics than in tho caso of the boys.

8 
“ Hydrangea:” “ We arrived at Swa- 
tow on Saturday morning in beautiful 
weather: .. Bofore entering the 
harbour, the left hand side 
the Shnntung and the 
Tungehing- The Shangtung wus 
high snd dry at the foot of the moun- 
taia, about mile from deep water. 
while 407 or 500 yarda astera was 
the Tungshing lying bitweon two 
tocka, one fore and the other aft. 
Further up . the river was tho 
Chinese steamer ‘Wa Minz,” 
an exGerman ship. She is on 
the mud flats. We lauded from 
aships boat. The boats in Swatow 
ore charging passengers $5 a 
head to get ashore... Here dead 
bodied were floating in the water. 
Inside the Onstoms breakwater was 
alot of wreckage. One of the mooring 
lighters by the buoys was high and 
dry.. What caused: the most 
enffering was the tidal wave which 
rose from five to ssven fact 
and lasted for eight hours. We 
intended to go into tha city but could 
not get through owing to the wrack- 
age, while the stench was awlul. I 
interviewed some Ohinese merchants 
who said they thought the death 
roll would reach about 40,000 
and placed the damage at be- 
tween twenty and thirty million 
dollars, This includes not only ths 
city of Swatow but the surrounding 
country which came in the track of 
tha typhoon. The merchants wore of 
the opinion that the country people 
must have euffered greatly from the 
rush of water which spread inland for 
miles, right up to the foot of the 
mountains.” 

SHORT OF COFFINS, 

One great difliculty they are ex- 
periencing in Swatow is the work of 
providing coffins. In the mission com- 
pound I saw about 300 bodies waiting 
burial. Everyone has euffered, rich 
and poor alike. ave

The loveromance.pf tha late. Earl 
of Shrewsbury ond Talbot! ' was 
disclosed when the henring. was ,con- 
tinu:d in the Probat} Division’ before 
Sir Henry Duke and o Special Jury 
of the action concerning his will dated 
September 1920. He'di:d in May. 
1921, aged 60, 

The will, which leaves a Jorge 
amount of property to the intervener 
inthe action, Mra. Eleanor Whyte 
Brownlee, is contested hy the present 
earl, a boy of 7 and a grandson o! the 
dead man, who appears by his 
guardian, the Marquis of Anglesey. 
He alleges that at the time of the will 
the ear) was not of sound mind and 
that the will was made under the un- 
duo influence of Mra, Brownlee, The 
net ‘value of the cstale is about 
£16t,000. - ‘ 

Mr. Priestley, K.C., for the plaintiff 
and executor, Mr. Liowellyn Wynn 
McLeod, explained that by the will 
now in dispute the ear! tevoked all 
former wilis and, after making cer 
tain dispositions of his property, gave 
Mrs. Brownlee the leasehold house in 


+ Portland place, W., with the bulk of 


ita contents, Annuities of £150 o 
year went to the enrl’s sisters, and, 
subject t2 certain trusts, the wnole of 
the remainder of the estata was given 
to Mra. Brownlee,

MEETS Girl OF 20.

They were mutually attracted and be- 
camo preat friends. Unfertuoately, 
said counsel, the earl was uoablo to 
marry her, although he sincerely do-

together as man and wife in every 
way, except according to the law of 
the land; 

In 1912 at Goring-on-Thames he 
built a residence, intending that it 
should belong to Mrs. Brownlee, When- 
everthvcarl was ill she nursed him with 
the devotion of a wife, for which he 
was deeply grateful, As early a3 
1913 the earl added o codicil to his 
existing will loaving Mfrs. Browalcs an 
anouits of £2,000, 

Counsel, contiouing, ssid wheo 
Vircount Ingestre (the earl’s son) died 
in 1915 it waa necessary for the earl 
to make ansther will (not in dispute}, 
which he did in Jane 1915, The will 
algo gave an anouity of £3,000 to Mrs. 
Brownlee. In June 1915 the carl 
«ntered an institution for an operation, 
and while there he executed a codicil 
giving Mra, Brownlee certain pearls 
and jewellery. There was also o 
clause giving Mrs. Brownlee certain 
horses, saying it was his wish that 
hor bunting should cost her nothing 
or as little as possible. 

EARL INVENTS TYRE. 

Counsel said the late earl was the 
inventor of {the Shrewsbury-Talbot 
tyres which were put on hansom cabs 
years ago, and when motoring began 
he formed the company which after- 
wards became the Clement-Talbot 
Company. After the trouble which 
had arisen with the Auglesey family 
(the late Lord Ingostre’s wife was a 
member of the Anglesey family) it 
became obvious that there was a 
desire to get the earl off the chairman- 
ship of the Clement-Talbot Companr, 
and by a preponderance of voting 
interest that was accomplished in 
December 1918. The late cari felt 
that Lord Anglesey had been casting 
in his votes with those with whom he 
was not ia agreement ond that 
tha‘ was a hostile act. 

Tn 1918 the eatl- wrote to Mr. Mc- 
Leod stating that owing to his life 
being ina precarious state he desired 
to alter his will, but that hacould nat 
make a newone until the question of 
the Ingestro catates was settled. ‘‘I 
think the catate will be just as well in 
other hands,” he added. 

Mr. Llewellyn McLeod, in evidence, 


“jsaid ho acted as the dead earl's 


solicitor since the catl was 18. In 
1896 the carl and his‘ wifo separated 
by mutual consent, Lady Shrewabory 
having £4,000 » year and the right to 
live at the family sent, Alton Towors.
